The official dispatches from In- 
sterburg today brought more details 
of the Slav invasion, but did not en­ 
tirely clear the situation.

Slavs Promise Reprisals 
PETROGRAD, March

tula river. Cities, villages and farms 
that escaped devastation in the sweep 
of Slav and German armies back and 
forth across the border, face new' 
danger from the torch. 
Berlin’s official announcement that 
Polish government buildings, villages 
and estates are to be burned by the 
Germans has aroused greatest indig­ 
nation. 
Oficials who discussed the 
German war office statem ent early 
today made no attem pt to conceal 
their wrath. 
That Russia

equally drastic reprisals against east 
Prussian towns is considered certain. 
The Petrograd papers today called 
upon the government

adopt a 
strict “ eye for an eye” policy. They 
urged that the grand duke s armies 
follow the German example and burn 
“ three villages or estates for each 
one leveled by the enemy.’’ 
Deny Pillage 
The German charge that Russian 
troops in northwest Prussia pillaged 
and burned met with indignant de­ 
nial here. The full text of Berlin’s 
announcement w-as cabled from Lon­ 
don early last evening and its re­ 
ceipt was followed by a conference 
at the war office and the foreign of­ 
fice. 
It was understood today that 
if Russia is prepared to make strong 
representations to the kaiser through 
a neutral poyer. If the Germans do 
not abandon their announced plan 
of destruction, the next Russian army 
that crosses the Prussian border will 
leave in its wake a trial of ashes. 
In official circles the German cry 
that the Russians had pillaged the 
north Prussian border was ascribed 
to the disappoitment of the German 
general staff at the defeat of their 
army north of Tilsit.

CHICAGO, March 19.— Produce prices and the cost of eggs, butter 
and other dairy products are due for a sharp drop this spring and sum­ 
mer. 
I^ack of cold storage space throughout the country will cause 
the 
price reductions, according to Harry Feilchenfeld, Chicago produce and 
commission merchant, who declared today th at the reductions in some 
Instances will be as much as 45 or 5 0 per cent. 
“ Sharply lower prices in produce and dairy products,” said Feilch­ 
enfeld, “are bound to come because of the lack of cold storage space. 
The situation caused by crowding of the country’s 
great cold storage 
plants with Chicago and Argentine meats, and last 
year’s 
unusually 
large surplus of apples, presents a serious one to speculators and com­ 
mission men. 
Eggs probably will drop to fifteen cents for the absolute­ 
ly fresh variety.
